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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has 
been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 24 May 2010 has been entered. 

2. Claims 1-32 and 39-47 are pending and under consideration. 

Rejection Maintained 

3. The rejection of claims 39-47 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement, is maintained for reasons of record. 

Applicants argue that the examiner is holding the claimed method for "treating a mammal 
having a disease state" to too high of a standard, such as preventing or curing the mammal's 
disease state. The subject matter of the claims is not directed to a method in which the fusion 
polypeptide capable of eliciting an immune response is generally resulting in the treatment of a 
disease state, but to a method that comprises administering those fusion polypeptides that are 
capable of elicitina an immune response against a certain disease state. 

The examiner has considered applicants' arguments, along with the submitted support 
references, but does not find them persuasive for the reasons put forth in the previous 
explanations of record. 

The instant claims are drawn to treating a mammal having a disease state comprising 
administering to said mammal a bacterial cell which comprises a recombinant nucleic acid 
molecule encoding a fusion polypeptide that elicits an immune response to said disease state. 
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The use of "treating" denotes that the administered component alters the disease state 
favorably for the host. However, in the instant claims, there is no requirement that the 
bacterial cell alone elicits any immune response to said disease state and the only qualifier is 
that the fusion polypeptide "elicits an immune response to the disease state". As put forth in 
prior examiner explanations, the art has various examples of polypeptides which can elicit an 
immune response to a particular disease state, but is ineffective in treating a host exhibiting 
said disease state. 

Therefore, the rejection is maintained. 

Conclusion 

4. Claims 1-32 are allowed. Claims 39-47 remain rejected.
